Bill for Regulating Pasting of Posters 


Sri К. Balasubrahmanyam 
Iyer Member, Madras Legis- 
lative Council has given notice 
of a bill for regulation of Pos- 
ters. The same has been pub- 
lished in the Fort St. George 
Gazette (Pages 41 to 43 of 
Part IV-A, d/2-5-56). 

WHEREAS it is expedient to 
prohibit the defacing of walls of 
houses and buildings facing 
roads or streets and the floor of 
streets ; ` 
` -AND WHEREAS it is desirable 
to prevent the display in front 
of cinema houses or theatres or 
other places facing roads or 
streets picture posters or other 


forms of advertisement except. 


as provided under this Act; 

BE it enacted in the Seventh 
Year of the Republic of India 
as follows :— "EN. 


1. Short title, extent and com- 
mencement,—(1) This Act may 
be called the Madras Prohibi- 
tion of Defacing of Walls. and 
Display of Posters Act, 1956. 

(1) It shall extend to the 
whole State of Madras. 

(3) It shall come into force as 
soon as it is assented to by the 


President of the Indian Re- 
public. ; 
2. Definition.—In this Act, 


unless there ís- anything repug- 
nant in the subject or context,— 
(а) “wall” means wall of any 
building, public ог private, 
which faces a public road or 
Sheet, - 
` (b) “defacing? implies dis- 
figuring of any wall by the past- 
ing of any posters or by the 
writing of any advertisements, 


whether done by the proprietor 
or by an outside agency ; 

(c) “cinema house" means a 
place where public resort to the 
viewing of films as defined in 
the Cinematograph Act ; 

(d) “theatre” means a place 
where dramatic, musical or other 
performances are held for the 
public ; | 
° (e) “poster” means a printed 
or written piece of advertisement 
exhibited with a view to publi- 
cise any matter referred to there- 
in. 

3. (1) Any person who is 
found guilty of having pasted or 
written on the wall any advertise- 


. ment for the public or any other 


matter in a prohibited place 
shall be liable to fine which may 
extend to Rs. 100 or in default, 
to simple imprisonment which 
may extend to a week. 

(2) If the offender is found 
guilty of a second or subsequent 
offence, the penalty shall be en- 
hanced subject to a maximum 
fine of Rs. 1,000 or in default, 
simple imprisonment which may 
extend to a month. 


4. (1) Any person, who is the 
printer or publisher of such 
posters found pasted in an un- 
authorized place, shall, if found 
guilty of negligence or collusion, 
also be liable on conviction to a. 
fine which may extend to Rs. 500 
or in default to simple imprison» 
«ment which may extend to a 
week. | 

(2) If such printer ог pub- 
lisher is convicted on a second 
or subsequent occasion, the 
penalty shali be enhanced to a 
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fine which may extend to 
Rs. 1,000 or in default to simple 
imprisonment which may extend 
to two weeks. 

5, (1) It shall not be open for 
a proprietor or authorized agent 
of a cinema or theatre to display 
infront of the cinema house or 
theatre or on the walls abutting 
on a road or street any advertise- 
ment or poster depicting the 
. nature of a film or dramatic, 
musical or other performance to 
be exhibited, except as provided 
under this Act. 
- (2) An infringement of this 
section shall entail prosecution 
and subject the cinema or theatre 
owner or his authorized agent to 
a fine which may extend to 


Rs. 1,000 and, in the case of а. 


second offence, to a fine whic 
may extend to Rs. 2,000. 

(3) The proprietor of the 
cinema or theatre will render 
himself liable, on conviction for 
à second offence to have the 
licence for running the cinema 
or show cancelled for a period 
which may range from fifteen 
days to one month. 

. 6. (1) Tbe Corporation of the 
City of Madras or the muni- 
cipality or other local board 
concerned shall arrange to set up 
in suitable localities hoarders for 
pasting of any posters or dis- 
play of àny advertisement and 
shall levy a fee for the same. - 
. (2) The size of the posters or 
advertisements and scale of fees 


shall be. subject to the rules. 


framed under this Act, 

. , (3) Such hoarders for the pas- 
ting of posters or advertisements 
shall be erected within three 
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months from the commencement 
of this Act and the number of 
such hoarders may be extended 
from time to time. | 

(4) Such hoarders shall not 
be located in places where the 
traffic will be obstructed. | 

(5) The Corporation, muni- 
cipality or local board shall have 
the right to reject any posters on 
grounds that they offend public 
decency or that they contain any 
words or other matter prejudicial 
to the public interest. 

(6) The Corporation, munici- 
pality or local Board may frame 
such other rules as are not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this 
Act to regulate the display of 


-such posters or other advertise- 
. ments on such hoarders. 


Objects and Reasóns - 

The statement states among 
Others : 

It has been noted that the pro- 
prietors of cinemas or theatres 
have, within recent years more 
particularly, put up extra- 
vagantly large and unseemly 
posters and pictures which not 
only offend the sense of public 
decency in some cases but also 
cause considerable annoyance to 
the public owing to the large 
number of people gathering 
round these posters in the streets 
to view them and thus obstruct- 
ing the traffic.

Licensing of Cinemas : 
Revised instructions. 
By G.O. Ms. No. 1304 (Home) 


dated 30th April, 1956 the Gov-- 


ernment of Madras have notified 
revised instrüctions in regard to 
licensing of cinema theatres both 
permanent and touring. The 
order runs as follows : x 


Film 


“The South Indian 
Chamber of Commerce, Madras 
has represented that restrictions 
of permanent cinemas on popu- 
lation basis should be removed 
entirely and that the restrictions 
are to the detriment of touring 


Cinema business. The Govern- 
ment have reviewed the circum- 
stances under which the guiding 
prihciples for restricting the 
number of permanent and tour- 
ing cinemas in a place were laid 
down in 1950 and modified sub- 
sequently. In supersession of | 
the existing instructions in the 
matter, the Government direct 
that there be no restriction to 
the grant of licences to perma- 
nent and tourmg cinemas on the 
basis of population in any place, 


. except towns with a population 


of 50,000 and above in which no 
touring cinema will be allowed, 
if there are three or more perma- 
nent cinemas. 


2. The restrictions in respect 
of distance between cinemas 
should be as specified below :— 


The distance between a perma- 
neńt cinema and a, touring 
cinema in the same local area 
shall be not less than one mile 
and in two adjoining local areas 
not less than two miles. * Local 
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area’ for this purpose means 
the area within the jurisdiction 
of a Municipal council, or a 
Revenue village. 


The distance between any two 
touring cinemas shall be not less 
than half a mile. 


There need be no restriction 
in regard to the distance between 
one permanent cinema and 
another permanent cinema. 


3. The distance between 
cinemas in any place or in adja- 
cent places shall be reckoned 
along the shortest pathway, lane, 
street, road or any other route 
connecting the cinemas which is 
generally used by the members 
of the public. 


4. Touring cinemas now func- 


tioning should not be affected 
adversely by the instructions in 
para 2 above during the currency 
of their existing licences,’

Use of Arable land for cinemas : 


By G.O. Ms. No. 1430 (Home) 
dated 14th May, 1956 the Gov- 
ernment of Madras have issued 
revised instructions regarding 
the location of cinemas on ara- 
ble lands. 


The ordet says that in modifi- 
cation of the instructions issued 


in G.O. Ms. No. 1900 (Home) , 


dated 12-5-49 and the memo- 
randa No. 34922 Courts 1У'55-3 
(Home) dated 19-5-55 the Gov- 
ernment direct that the ban 
regarding’ location of touring 
cinemas be maintained only in 
respect of wet lands. 


It is also said in the G.O. 
(Ms. No. 1430 dated 14-5-56) 
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that the ban imposed on perma- 
nent cinemas in G.O. 1880 
(Home) dated 9-6-53 will conti- 
nue to operate. 


It would be relevant to know . 
the substance of the aforesaid 
G.O's referred to in the above 
communication : 


G.O. Ms. No. 1900 dated 
2-5-49 directs that before 
issuing licences, the authorities 
are asked to consider whether 
tħe production of food crops 
would be prejudiced thereby, 


G.O. 1880 (Home) dated 
19-6-53 says that Government 
direct that the restrictions im- 
posed on the licensing of touring 
cinemas constructed on arable 
lands in G.O. Ms. 1900 (Home) 
dated 12-5-49 should be applied 
also to the licensing of perma- 
nent cinema theatres on arable 
lands.

Pictures Banned. 


A Press note released by the 
Govt. of India states : 


The question of films relating 
to Africa has been engaging the 
attention of the Central Board 
of Film Censors. It came to 
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the conclusion that it was un- 
desirable to permit the exhibi- 
tion of films made by outsiders 
which fail to portray the people 
of Africa in the proper perspec- 
tive. The Board have considered 
the point whether films which 
present. particular aspects of life 
in the interior of Africa are not 
likely to wound the susceptibi- 
lities of the African people. 
Films on Africa generally con- 
centrate on the primitive aspects 
of life in under developed areas 
purely from the point of view of 
providing spectacular entertain- 
ment. The Board felt that in 
the interest of maintaining good 
relations with the African 
people, such films should not be 
exhibited. As per this policy the 
following pictures have been 
declared uncertified films in the 
whole of India. 


The future policy of the Board 
on the above subject will be 
based on this conclusion subject, 
of course to examination on 
merits of any individual films 
that may come up before it.

Newtone Studios Case : 


Mr. V. Pattabhi Ramiya, 
Industrial Tribunal, Madras dis- 
posed of the petitions of three 
workers of the Newtone Studios, 
who had been dismissed from 
service viz. Govindaswamy, 
Pachai and Subramani. The 
first two workers contended that 
they were dismissed during-the 
pendency of an industrial dis- 
pute without the permission of 
the tribunal and without proper 
enquiry into an allegation 
against them of the theft of an 
old pipe and wood. The third 
worker a watchman contends 


that he was dismissed showing.: 


an allegation that he was negli- 
gent of his duties on the night 
when the alleged theft was said 
to have occurred but the dimis- 
sal was due to his trade union 
activities. 


In the course of the award, 
the Tribunal said a workman of 
the concern who is not concern- 
ed in the main dispute and who 
had been punished during its 
pendency by the employer with- 
out the Tribunal’s sanction 
cannot come forward with a 
petition or complaint under 
Sec. 33-A. There is nothing to 
Show that these workmen were 
in any way connected or con- 
cerned with the main dispute, 


_ The only course open to me 
1$ to dismiss the petition. The 
petitioners can individually ques- 


tion the validity of the manage- . 


ment’s order in civil courts and 
seek redress or may. raise an 


industrial dispute -as contem- 


plated in the Act.

Case under P.P.R. Act—“ Open 
Space Definition : 


On 27th April, 1956, their 
Lordships Chief Justice and 
Mr. Justice A.S.P. Aiyer, allow- 
ed two appeals in a case under 
the proviso of the Rule 18 (a) 
of the Places of Public Resort 
Act 1888 (Vide page 26 of the 


issue of May, 1956). 


The appeals arose under the 
following circumstances: The 
appellant and V. S. K. Rama- 
swami Chettiar, proprietor of 
Sri Banu Tg. Talkies, Jalakanta- 
puram, desired to obtain a 
licence for touring talkies in the 
village of Avadathur within the 
limits of the Jalakantapuram 
Panchayat Board, Omalur taluk, 
Salem district. Neither of them 
was able to find a place in the 
village for the purpose with an 
open space of not less than 50 
yards in width on all sides, in 
accordance with the rules fram- 
ed under the Madras Places of 
Public Resort Act. Finally,- 
they selected a place which had 
an open space of not less than 


.20 yards in width all round, as 


required in the proviso to 
Rule 18 (a) of the rules. Both 
applied to the Revenue Divi- 
sional Officer, Salem, for grant 
of exemption as contemplated 
in the proviso to Rule 18 (a). 
Their applications for exemp- 
tion were granted. Then, both 
of them applied to the Taluk 
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Magistrate for the grant of a 
licence under Section 7 of the 
Act. A. P. Nachimuthu, the 
present appellant, was granted 
the licence. V. S. К. Rama- 
swami Chettiar, the contesting 
respondent in this case, preferred 
an appeal to the R.D.O., which 
was dismissed. Thereupon, he 
filed two writ petitions, one to 
quash the order granting licence 
to the appellant and the other to 
quash the order of the R.D.O. 
granting exemption to the appel- 
lant under the proviso to 
Rule 18 (a). Mr. Rajagopala 

Iyengar allowed both the peti- 
' tions. Hence the present 
appeals. 


In Their Lordship’s opinion it 
was а question of fact whether, 
in a particular case, there was or 
there was not an open space of 
‘not less than 20 yards in 
width’. It was quite possible 
that the existence of even one 
tree might render the space not 
being an * open space, as, for 
instance, where the single tree 
was a huge banyan tree spreading 
its branches and covering an 
area of several square feet. И 


was equally clear that the exis-. 


tence of, say, one tree at one 
corner of the space would not 
prevent the space being describ- 
ed as an open space. It was for 


the man on the spot to form а` 


‘commonsense ° opinion of the 
matter. 


In the result, Their Lordships 
held that the High Court would 
not be entitled to quash either 
the order of the R.D.O. granting 
exemption under the proviso to 
Rule 18 (a) or the order of the 
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Taluk Magistrate granting a 
licence to the appellant. The 
appeals were, therefore allowed. 


Mr. Mohan Kumaramanga- 
lam, aSsisted by Mr. K. Tiru- 
malai and Mr. K. Parasaran, 
appeared for the appellant and 
the Special Government Pleader 
for the R.D.O. and the Taluk 
Magistrate.

Cinema Theatre tax-Punjab High 
Court Judgement. 


In the course of their Judge- 
ment, a Division of the Punjab 
High Court has held that theatre 
tax is a tax on entertainment 
and not on profession or calling. 


Judgement 


This 1s petition under Article 
276 of the Constitution and the 
petitioners before us are Messrs. 
Silver Screen Enterprises, a firm 
which carries on the business of 
exhibiting cinematograph films, 
and Badri Prasad seth, the pro- 
prietor of a Cinema House at 
Simla. The petitioners challenge 
the validity of some provisions 
of Act VIII of 1954 which em- 
powers the levy of entertainment 
tax on cinematograph shows 
exhibited in public. By this 
Act a tax upto maximum of Rs. 
10/- can be levied on all public 
cinematograph exhibitions to 
which persons are admitted on 
payment. 


* Mr. Grover raised four points 
before us. Не contended in the 
first place that this was a tax 


‚опа profession or calling as con- 


templated by item 60 of fist 11 
of the seventh Schedule · to the 
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Constitution, and inasmuch as 
the annual levy of the tax would 
exceed а sum of Rs. 250/- the 
State Government was not em- 
powered to impose such a tax in 
view of the provisions of Article 
276 of the constitution. In the 
second place, he contended that 
section 6 sub-section (2) of the 
Act gives arbitrary powers to 
Government to levy this tax 
from individuals chosen accord- 
ing to their caprice and therefore 
the power 10 tax contravened 
Article 14 of the Constitution. In 
the third place, he contended 
that Article 14 was also contra- 
vened because the levy of tax 
was uniform on all cinemas 
irrespective of the income they 


furnished to their proprietors. ' 


Lastly, he contended the provi- 
sions of the Act infringed 
Article 19 of Constitution. 


With regard to the first point 
it is quite clear that the tax falls 
under item 62 which deals with 
‘Taxes on Luxuries, including 
faxes On entertainments, amuse- 
ments, betting and gambling." 
This is clearly a tax on entertain- 
ment because it is the exhibition 


ofa cinematograph film which 


is being taxed. Mr. Grover 
argued that tax was payable by 
the proprietor and that a person 
Who exhibits cinematograph 
films or in other words is the 
proprietor for the purposes of 
this Act follows the calling of a 
cinematograph exhibitor. Thus 
it 18 the profession of exhibiting 
film which js being taxed. Now, 
it is quite clear that the person 


who pays a tax follows some. 


calling or the other but for that 
feason alone the tax does not 
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become a tax on his profession 
or calling. Otherwise the sales 
tax would be a tax on the pro- 
fession of shopkeeping and any 
kind of tax on the profession 
which the individual follows. 


This is clearly atak on entertain- . 


ment and the mere fact that the 
person who pays the tax follows 
the vocation of providing enter- 
tainment for public does not 
make it a tax which falls under 
item 60. 


This matter was considered-by 
a Division Bench of the Bombay 
High Court in Contonment 
Board, Poona Vs. Western India 
Theatres Ltd. A.I.R. 1954 Bom. 
251. The tax was imposed 


* before the coming in to force of 


the Constitution and thé Bombay 
High Court was considering the 
interpretation. of item 50 of the 
list 11, schedule seventh to the 
Government of India Act, 1935, 
but that item is in exactly the 
same terms as item 62. In that 
case too tax was imposed upon 
the exhibition of films and it was 


held that it was tax on entertain- 


ment and not on profession or 
trade. 


“Now the first thing to be 
noticed when interpreting the 
words’ tax оп entertainment? 
which occur in Entry No. 50 in 
the provincial legislative list is 
that the word entertainment 
there is used in the plural It is 
impossible to accept a contention 
therefore that entertainment 
means the receipt of entertain» 
ment. The plural necessarily 
indicates that the word is used 
asa common noun and not an 
abstract one. | 
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The entertainment as a com- 
mon noun must necessarily 
mean in the case of a cinema a 
show, in the case of a drama a 
performance, inthe case of cric- 
ket a maich.” The tax in that 
case was held to be valid on the 
ground that it falls within ite 
40. 


Our attention was drawn by 
Mr. Grover to a decision of the 
Court of Madhya Bharat in Shri 
Krishna Shaligram 
others Vs. Municipal committee, 
Ujjain, A.I.R. 1954 М.В. 145. 
In the case the learned Judges 
took the view that a tax on 
cinema shows was a tax on pro- 
fession. With great: respect to 


the learned Judges, I find myself, 


unable їо accept this interpreta- 
tion ofthe wording of item 60. 
It must be rembered that in con- 
sidering under what item a 
certain tax falls we have to look 
to the essentials of the tax, in 
other words its pith and subs- 
tance. Even if that tax may 
conceivably fall under another 
item the widest interpretation 
should he given to the main 
item. A reference may be made 
„łn this respect to the observa- 
tions of their Lordships of the 
Supreme Court at page 38 of the 
case The State of ‘Bombay vs. 
Narotomdas . Jethabhal and 
another, A.LR. 1951 S.C. 69. 
The present tax is not a tax on 
cinema exhibitors as such but on

fore hold that Article 276 of the 
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Constitution is not offended by 
о provision of, the impugned 
ct. 


The second argument raised 
before us was that Article 14 of 
the Constitution was contravened 
by the previsions of Section 6 (2) 
of the Act which gives the State 
Government unfettered power to 
exempt any show or class of 
shows or any proprietor or ciasss 
of proprietor from the levy of 
the tax. Considered in the abs- 
tract this provision may be bad 
because it enables the State 
Govetnment to discriminate bet- 
ween individuals but this sub- 
section does not affect the 
powersof Government under the 
rest of the Act. It has not been 
suggested this discrimination 
had been made and the peti- 
tioners cannot say that they have 
in any way been injured by the 
application of section 6 (2). The 
power to grant exemption does 
not affect the power to levy a tax 
and it is the power to levy tax 
which is being challenged before 
us and I therefore hold that any- 
thing in section 6 (2) does not 
invalidate the rest of the Act, 
nor does it invalidate the notifi- 
cation where by the petitioners 
have been held liable to pay tax. 


The third argument was some 
what specious. Mr. Grover con- 
tended that because there was a 
uniform rate of tax on all cine- 
mas proprietors who are earning 
less money were to.pay the same 
tax as the proprieters earning a 
larger amount. This result may 
be inevitable but it cannot be 
said to offend the provisions of 
Article 14. An Americap case 
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Cumberland Coal Company Үз. ` 
Board of Revision of Tax Assess- 
ment in Greens Country, Pennisil- 
vania, 284 U.S. 23, has really no 
relevance to the facts of the 
case before us. We do not know 
what were the exact powers 
which were. conferred on the 
Legislative Authority by the Con- 
stitution. We do not know 
whether there was anything like 
the list of items to the seventh 
schedule to the Constitution. 
There is no such thing as an 
ideally just tax. Almost any 
kind of tax affects a smaller busi- 
nessman more adversely than his 
more fortunate rival, and the 
fact that a cinema which attracts 
a larger number of visitors has 
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to pay the same tax as another 
house to which very few indivi- 
duals go is scarcely a reason for 
holding that Article 14 of the 
Constitution has been violated. 


The last argument was that 
the petitioners had been adver- 
sely affected by the tax and 
therefore had not been able to 
follow their trade freely. Their 
rights under Article 19 have 
therefore been violated. This 
argument has only to be exami- 
ned to be rejected. I can find 
nothing in the Act which can be 
construed into a measure restrai- 
ning trade.For the reasons given 
above this petition must fail and 
I would dismiss it with costs.
